Galveston, Tex., July 16.—An Amer­ 
ican Rod Cross volunteer life-saving 
corps is being organized here. 
Ex­ 
aminations are held twice each week 
and applicants must pass tho follow­ 
ing tests: 
He must break strangle­ 
holds on land and in water, must car 
ry a man in four different positions 
in water, must dive into the deepest 
water of a local swimming pool and 
bring up a man from the bottom, must 
demonstrate ability to resuscitate a 
drowned person and must answer a 
series of questions. 
As soon as fifteen men have passed 
the examinations application 
for 
a 
charter will be made and officers will 
be elected.

er and Bush. 
“Did they try the general in charge 
of the camp?” asked Chairman Royal 
Johnson, w ho left his scat in congress 
to serve with the army abroad. 
“Not that any one heard,” respond­ 
ed the witness. 
When 
Lieutenant ‘‘Hard Boiled” 
Smith was tried at Tours, early this 
year, a hundred witnesses appeared 
against him ami he was convicted, tea 
tifiod Sidney Kemp, Now’ York City 
who w’as a corporal of Company F 
102nd engin<-ers, 28th division. 
“A prisoner was smiling and an 
officer says: “Take that smile off or 
I will’,” A. H. Mendleberg, Balti­ 
more, who served with base hospital 
42, testified. 
“The officer did by 
rolling the man in the mud,” Mendle­ 
berg added. 
When telling of poor food, Mendle­ 
berg said that “if you asked for an 
extra piece of bread you were flat on 
your back.” 
Meals, Mendleberg and others said, 
consisted of a stew made from can­ 
ned beef, one slice of bread and a 
part of a cup of coffee. Some times 
only the stew was served, wetnesses 
said.

The official Mexican figures as to 
the external loan debt of the country 
are $143,472,000, with interest to the 
end of the month placed at $43,000,000. 
The unofficial figures as recently pub­ 
lished placed this total at $173,469,000. 
i he apparent difference, experts here 
said, is made up most by the $30,000,- 
000 of the Huerta loan, floated in 
Franee under authorization of the 
Mexican congress, but repudiated by 
the Carranza government. 
The internal loan debt of Mexico, 
according to the official statement, is 
$69„397,000 and interest to June 30, 
of $ I/,914,OOO. The unofficial report 
gave this debt as $66,611,000. and in

If 
the governor of Texas would nail up 
the executive mansion and go over 
into South Austin, about two miles 
and rent a four or five-rooom house 
buy him a tin-armored motor vehicle 
and let his wife do her own cooking 
(as numbers of them did—bless their 
hearts—before they got to Austin) he 
might conceivably live within his sal­ 
ary, provided he had his pants and 
shoes half-soled judiciously instead of 
having the haberdasher “charge it.

It is clear that a considerable body of 
opinion in England is doubtful whether 
i.ondou is the ideal place to stage the 
kaiser s trial.
